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CAPE PLAYHOUSE “America’s Most Famous Summer Theatre” 


The 1964 season marks the thirty-eighth 
year of the existence of the Cape Play- 
house, “America’s Most Famous Summer 
Theatre.” It was in March, 1927 that the 
late Raymond Moore circulated a hand- 
some four-page prospectus announcing 
his plan for a summer theatre easily ac- 
cessible to all reaches of Cape Cod. The 
location he had chosen was Dennis and 
for his theatre building he selected the 
old Nobscusset Meeting House, which 
came into building about 1790 as a church. 
Cleon Throckmorton, a theatre architect 
of prominence and scenic designer for 
the Theatre Guild, was assigned the 
chore to draw plans for adapting the 
century-old structure to its new use. In 
doing so, he retained the simple dignified 
lines of the Meeting House and at the 
same time met the problems of a theatre 
that was thoroughly practicable. Seating 
600 persons, the Cape Playhouse includes 
a balcony and a loge section located on 
either side of the auditorium. After 
rounding up a company of professionals 
Raymond Moore opened the Cape Play- 
house on July 4th of that year, 1927, with 
Basil Rathbone and Violet Kemble Coop- 
er starring in “The Guardsman.” The 
Cape Playhouse immediately caught the 
spirit of Cape Cod, bringing to the Massa- 
chusetts vacation spot a summer theatre 


that produced plays equal to the best 
Broadway could offer. From the. start 
the Playhouse has been the hub of en- 
tertainment activity on the Cape. As 
one of the first summer theatres in the 
United States, the Cape Playhouse has 
remained unique in many ways. It was 
the first rural theatre to introduce the star 
system as we know it today. Through- 
out the years, it has been a stepping 
stone to stardom for one of today’s most 
celebrated performers. Bette Davis, Hen- 
ry Fonda, Anne Baxter, Lloyd Nolan, 
Robert Montgomery, Anne Revere, Hum- 
phrey Bogart and Gregory Peck, are just 
a few who received their initial training 
at Dennis. And in recent years such 
names as Jane Fonda, James Franciscus 
and Tom Tryon, to mention a few, have 
been added to the roster. 

Today, the Cape Playhouse is owned 
by the Raymond Moore Foundation, a 
non-profit organization established pur- 
suant to Mr. Moore’s will, “for the edu- 
cation and benefit of the public by the 
promotion and fostering of music, drama, 
horticulture and the fine arts.’ All pro- 
fits from the famous summer theatre are 
used for the education of young aspiring 
actors who study on scholarships at the 
Playhouse during the summer.
